I numeration. 

The word Immigration has been so 
Often placod at tho head of our columns 
that we might honitate to ropoat i t, save 
in obedience to tho morn command of 
felt duty. It will readily bo admitted 
that the greatest of all our wants 
is population ; for that also implies 
capital and dovolopmont. It may woll 
be taken tor granted that British Co. 
lombia presents a desiratlo field for 
emigration. In ciimale, in natural 
resources, and in tho comparative oaso 
with which a condition of independent 
wellbeing may bo attained, this colony 
will undoubtedly compare favorably 
with tho most favo'cd in tho world. 
How shall we obtain population ? This 
is, indeed, tho crux of tho wholo mats 
ter. This is the question to which it 
becomes the first, the highest doty of 
the Government and tho Legislature to 
furnish a practical answer. Without 
population what is tho ubo of legislation ? 
Pur tho matter of that, what is tho uto 
of tho Government? Wo have bound" 
less swoops of rolling prairie and fertile 
valloy; but there are nouo to till thoso 
waiting uorcs. Our forests swarm with 
game and our waters teem with fish • 
but there are none to catch, nnd none 
to consume. Nature's amplo storehouses 
everywhere overflow with gold, and 
silver, and copper, and lead, and iron, 
and coal; but thoro ore none found to 
T.br«. w open tho doors and take of these 
rioh and practioally inexhaustible treas* 
urcs, How shall we obtain population ? 
The. chief difficulty appears to consist, 
in onr remotenoss lrom tho groai cen- 
tres of population. Yet, in tlifs fust age 
of ours, when both timo and space aro 
being annihilated by science and enter- 
prise, surelj this difficulty, formidable 
as it unqueationably is, can and will bo 
overcome. Were tho Canadian PaoiOo 
Railway completed and the huge wavo 
of British emigration breaking upon tho 
foothills of the Pocky Mountains, the 
answer to oar question would, indeed, 
be simple. Put theso aro results yet in 
the future— not in tho distant future, 
yet too rernoio to justify our waiting. 
We must have population ; and we must 
have it now. Where and how are wo 
to obtain population ? Look at Eng- 
land— ' Merrio Old England, •' with her 
millions crowdiug and trampling each 
other down— rotting in festering heaps I 
' Why is this thus?' Pocauso tho na- 
tion has not doDe her duly either to 
herself or to her colonies. Wo do' not, 
perhaps, want paupers; but we want 
population. Bolter seek to draw it 
from thoso classes from which tho ranks 
of pauperism aro recruited. Let us 
•nter the rnral districts, and what do we 
find? Men, able-bodied, hoarty, honest 
Englishmen with families to provide 
for, working fourteen hours a day 
for eleven shillings a week, of which 
sum only nine shillings are paid in cosh, 
the remainder boing taken out in 
• wash* or ' offal*, Put wo will let the 
honest wife toll the tale, as sho told 
it to tho Commissioners :— ' My hus- 
band has 8s a week and has a cottage 
and garden. Wo mayn't koop a pig ; 
but, ini'etid of this, master gives us Gd 
a week for the wash. Some 01 them will 
lot their men have a pig, and UUst them 
until it gets fat, and then tako half of i. 
to pay tor tho food to fatten it. -Noar 
Bridport, we'd have tho • gristing' of 
the farmer, and ho'd beep it back out 
of our wages ; he'd ehurgo us tho mar- 
ket prico for i'. Hero wo pay £1 
a snek for flour, Wo have it ground 
for 2s ; sometimes they let ilio miller 
tako sumo of h for grinding ; they will 
take 7 lb out of a bushol ; we do not 
think always that wo got the flour back 
of ibo corn we sent. We buko our 
own biead. Soinoliirios, if anything 
happens, mastor'sglad. to soil us some 
of tue meat. In the Inst tlneo years 
we hnvo got perhaps kcvcii or eight bits 
in this way. Wo have bought a bit 
at Christmas, when llio children are 
hero. Wo buy a little pig meut ; wo 
use it with tho potatoes ; wo don't 
havo a dish of pig by itself. At liar* 
vest wo eat some cheese, but not at aiiy 
other timo. We don't ol'.en f,et pota- 
toes. When we'd ten at homu wo 
couldti'l live on tho bread we could buy. 
Wo could make u meal a day oil' ricj. 
We'd buy a few poas ; my husband 
could never eat barley. My children 
used not to drink much tea. I'd mix 
them a little Oroth (bread, hot waior, 
pepper, und salt). At harvest and boy* 
time we get money to'buy cider.' This, 
be it remembered, is not a p'cturo of 
pauper lite j but of tho self-sustaining, 
industrious, and, wo might almost add, 
contented iarm labourer. Just, imagine 
that worauu'a husband in Pritisli Col- 
umbia, with bis oght shilling* in hard 
cash lor every day of ten bourn, and 
the children keeping the table constant, 
)y supplied .villi fruit, fisti and game. 
Or, think of him upon his own lreo 
homestead, surrounuod by peace and 
plenty. Has Britain done her duty in 
this matter of distributing population? 
Are we doing our duty ? How can a 
low of theso hardy honest, willing- 
hearted and huiny-banded Englishmen 
nnd their wives bo transferred lrom the 
overcrowded soil of the Old C -untry to 
tho fertile ana inviting acres of thia 
magnificent country ? As was btated in 
a previous article, tuo iSngljsb mind is 
becoming more alivo to duty in tins 
matter. The guardians of the poor 
wore first authorised to spend £10 on 
tho omigrulion of every ubio-bodied por- 
tion living on tho pariah ; but now that 
uuthority ia extended to those who 



would bocomo chargonblo on tho parish 
union if they wanted relief, thus reach- 
ing tho veiy class to which wo have 
been alluding and aiming at prevention, 
as woll ns cure. True, £l0 would 
fall far short of bringing tho mna hero, 
to say nothing of his wife and pos- 
sible children. But, then, wo must 
bo prepaiod to do something our- 
selves. If able-bodied immigrants 
are worth a thousand dollars a head 
to tho United States, aro they 
worth less to British Columbia 't 
Suppose we get thorn at £20 apiece, 
or £40 apiece, if need bo, would 
not the invostmont be specially good'/ 
But ns tho convoyanco out ia the great 
difficulty, why might not Her Britannia 
Majesty's flcot bo made useful 'i Sure- 
ly a low of theso ships might woll bo 
employed in tho glorioas work of dis- 
tributing tho Queen's subjects ovor hor 
vnBt territory, with a view to promoting, 
in ibo highest and inosr practical sense, 
individual wellbeing and national 
strength. Tho navy would strengthen 
tho nation fur more effectually in this 
way then by blowing people's brains 
out. If, instead of idly cruising cn 
the high seas, meioly to kill timo, a 
low of thoso ships wore employed in 
convoying the surplus population of tho 
Old Country into tho Colonios— trans- 
forming an element of weakne-s nnd 
dis'^rauo at homo into ono of strength 
and glory abroad, they would aocorja* 
plish a greater and more permanent 
good for the nation than they are like- 
ly to attain with powder and shot, and 
they would most i fleet nally ligluon 
that taxation in which their mainten- 
ance forms no small item. Then, indeed, 
would that scripture bj fuliillod which 
describes tho nations as turning their 
swords into plough-shares and their 
spears into pruning-hooks, nnd study- 
ing the art of war no more. The subject 
of obtuining population, a nd obtaining 
it im media try; must receive earnest at- 
tention. Various emigration organiza- 
tions at home are anxiously awaiting the 
O'J-operntion cf the Colonies. Let us 
do what wo can, and appeal to the 
nation to do tho rest, either with its 
idle treasure or with its idle ships,
